W. F. H., Kansas City, Mo., asks us to put 
the following query in our columns : " Is there 
need of a paper board in house decoration, 18 
feet long, 36 inches wide, and 1-16 up to 3 
inches in thickness ; the edges are made ship- 
lap and the boards can be securely fastened to 
the studding of a building. The board is made 
water proof, a non-conductor of temperature, 
rat proof and to a certain extent non-combus- 
tible. The edges are so securely fastened by 
barb wire nails and glue or white lead as to be 
airtight, and the entire is impervious to air. 
The surface is smooth, like metal or glass, and 
can be painted or papered. The board is hard 
enough to be polished by rubbing."
